(GP): In therfield, Gen. Lafayette 
took charge of the Frontier Regiments and, in a brilliant piece of strategy, ccn?p- 
letely routed the Italians who had attempted to beseige him at a border outpost. 

Strong support was received from such able commanders as Gen. Bic, who was pre 3 
oted for his participation, Lt. Col. Diderot, -exultant over his acquittal on a 
charge of treason, and the unfortunate Col. Petit po is who was honored posthumously 
by receiving the title of Baron. Col. Petitpois apparently chose a horse with a bi:l 
too much spirit and was carried to the enemy far ©head of his battalion. Ths Mus- 
keteers did manage to avenge their fallen leader srA bear him the field with full 
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Meanwhile, back in Paris, it appears that the Counts deSod and Van Rijn met on 
the doorstep: of a certain Mile. Roxanne and in the ensuing argument swords were 
drawn. M. Van Rijn has refused to talk about the duel, as have Mile. Roxanne (who

Now, the fortifications of Naples are quite formidable, but the capture. of the 
island of Capri and the installations of artillery and a flotilla of. sloops and 
corvettes there would certainly seriously impede the usefulness of the port. 
An operation to seize the island- would not require a great deal of manpower — 
say, a battalion of Royal Marines and a battalion of the Cardinal's Guard. By 
the way, Capri is a very wealthy resort, not to mention any kickbacks from the 
Navy's prizes! 

Obviously this expedition would have to be commanded by an able and experienced 
soldier such as monsieur, and I would volunteer to lead the assault myself.
